Control Marijuana 

Marijuana control: measures 
now. should be aimed' at prevent- 
ing . seed production, says Ray 
T. Nicholas, Lake County Exten- 
sion Adviser. Here are several 
practices: he recommends: 

Pulling and hoeing are effective 
for a .few plants or small patches, 
And mowing works also. Culti- 
vating the area or establishing 
a vigorous stand :. of desirable 
grosses or legumes can also dis- 
courage marijuana growth. 
. Spraying provides , a simple, 
low-cost, and effective means of 
control." For best results, spray 
In May or June when the plants 
ore less than lMnches: tall. If 
new plants grow, repeat- the 
spraying. 

Nicholas says 2,4 -D is the most 
economical spray. Siivex is sim- 
ilar and also gives good control. 

Nicholas advises farmers to op- 
ply about one quart of 2,4-D or sii- 
vex: in i SO gallons of water for 
each acre. : Thoroughly wet the 
plants when spraying. To kill old- 
er plants, ^increase the amount 
of 2,4-D you apply; Spraying 
must be done before* the mari- 
I > juoria plants produce : seeds. 

In areas where 2,4-D ok* sllvex 
may affect nearby susceptible 
plants, use amltrole-T at a rate 
of one gallon of amitrole-T to ,60 
gallons of water per acre, Nich- 
olas- advises. He cautions farm- 
ers riot to spray the chemical ion 
desirable grasses; 

For more permanent control, 
smooth bromegrass can be seed

Other drivers < with 
good vision either do not use their 
visual ; skills when behind the 
wheel or Ignore the fact that 
many out side factors . such as 
drugs, smoking, : alcohol, . speed 
and the car itself can diminish 
the . effectiveness of even good 
visual skills", ' 

' The Illinois optometrist, pointed 
out that a' driver's eyes must 
perform three • separate . but inter- 
related functions at onetime: sec 
clearly at a distance (visual 
acuity); accurately . judge the 
speed and distances if ' moving 
arid stationary objects : (depth 
perception); and see "out of- the 
corner of the eye" (field of 
vision). 

Darkness reduces -the 'effective- 
ness Qf these skills and requires 
a driver's eyes lb perform an 
additional set of functions: see 
efficiently tinder low illumination; 
see against glare; .and recover 
qutcckly from glarey- 

Bccause ' licensing Requirements 
regarding vision do, not cover all 
the necessary, .driving ..visual 
skills, it .Is the responsibility of 
every driver to be certain he bus 
effective vision for driving by 
having regular professional vision 
examinations. Most driving-re- 
lated visual problems can be cor- 
rected with either lenses or visual 
lhearpy. 

' The first step to safe driving is 
having these visual skills.' :^The 
second step, is using i them," Dr. 
Mlzener stated.. He emphasized 
that good driving takes concen- 
tration. "A driver's eyes and at- 
tention should hot be distracted 
by eating, smoking, looking at 
scenery, or daydreaming. Within 
a second the driving picture can 
change, demanding an instant re- 
action." ;- 

Good driving also takes pro- 
ficiency. A driver must know 
and compensate for visual' blind- 
spots in his car and in his driving 
environment. He also must know 
and overcome or .compensate for 
his own visual limitations. 

"What affects you affects your 
vision," stated Dr. Mlzener. "For 
example, a driver under the in- 
fluence of even small amounts of 
alcohol will have Increased diffi- 
culty seeing at night, will be 
slow to respond to a hazardous 
situation, may have blurred 
vision and will be predisposed to- 
ward seeing double/* Certain 
drugs also affect muscular co- 
ordination, visual acuity, con- 
trast,: color and distance judg- 
ment. , 

A driver's vision con also be 
affected by his car. Dirty, 
scratched or pitted windshields 
Increase glare. Old wipers often 
streak windshields, making it 
difficult to see. At night, poorly 
adjusted arid dirty headlights de- 
crease the .amount of light thrown | 
onto the road ahead.

Melting Out Cause 
Of Dying. Grass-. 

Melting-out disease is the' major 
cause of thin turf, dead slumps, 
or large dead areas in blucgrass 
lawns, [ says' Ray T. Nicliolas, 
Lake County Extension adviser. 

Mei ting-out is a fungus disease 
( Helminthosporium ) that first ap- 
pears in early spring as blrovvn 
spots with purple margins on the 
blades of grasiS;- Hot ; weather 
and' frequeenV showers produce 
the melting-out phase in which 
the fungus attacks crowns and 
roots of the grass. 

Thinning of grass in scattered 
areas, and a brownish cast from 
dead blades of grass are -a sign 
of the disease. The disease some- 
times causes a yellowing of grass 
bladevTesemblihg~symptoms of 
low nitrogen or iron del iciency. 
As the disease progresses, it kills, 
large areas of the lawn. 

Careful examination usually 
shows stems and crowns of af- 
fected plants are reddish or dark 
brown and rotten. Reddish 
brown spots are .easily, found on 
dying or dead leaves. Mp 
■ Control Is difficult once the dis- 
ease reaches the crown rot phase. 
Frequent light watering promotes 
the disease, while occasional deep 
watering maintains growth , and 
discourages the djscase. Setting 
the mower to cut '.'high, and fer- 
tilizing adequately' also help to 
promote vigorous growth and a 
higher survival 'rate. ^

The evi- 
dence' gathered to date,, he said, 
has indicated that the lake 'has 
not been harmed by thermal' dis- 
charges of Waukegan station over 
the past 48 years. 

"The. Lake Michigan studies 
Commonwealth Edison is carry- 
ing forward with the assistance 
of Industrial Bio-Test and univer- 
sity scientists represent the most 
comprehensive ! investigation - of 
thermal effects ever made on an 
inland body of water,'* said Mr, 
Ward. "To the best of our knowl- 
edge, no other area of any body 
of water has been subjected to 
such analysis and surveillance 
of thermal effects." 

The purpose of the studies, Mr, 
Ward said, is to assure that the 
operation of Edison generating 
stations will not impair the quali- 
ty of the lake. 

Dr. Lawrence P. Beer, mana- 
ger of Bio-Test's environmental 
science division, said the new 
Waukcgan-Zion studies will pro- 
vide additional guideline data 
needed to safeguord the lake's 
environment on soundly 
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algae growth, fish life an doxy- 
gen; documentation of effects on 
inshore water quality; and the 
recording of lake currents, water' 
temperatures and meteorology. 
Field surveys of the lake's fish 
population and plant life arc 
regularly made and a laboratory 
has been set up at , Edison's 
Waukegan station to facilitate the 
research activities. 

According to Mr. Ward,. some

Time To Prune 
Pine Trees 
Is In June 

Prune your pines in June if 'you 
want compact, shapely trees, 
says Ray T. Nicholas, Lake 
County Extension adviser.. ' 

All pine varieties- produce new 
shoots in May with, bud clusters 
on the. ends. Pruning in early 
June-regulates length of the new 
Shoots while the tree still is able 
to develop, new buds near the 
cut; A profusion of buds usually 
develop near the ciil, producing 
"more branches and more dense 
growth. '■' 

Do not wait until late summer 
to prune pines, .If you do, they, 
will not develop new. buds near 
tho cut' and thus. cannot produce 
next year's growth. 

For detailed, instructions on 
pruning, Nicholas ^suggests get- 
ting a copy of Circular 1033, 
"Pruning .Evergreens and Decid- 
uous^ Tiroes and Shrubs."
